had made Itself famous for roses, da¬ 
mns co-operated in making It a rose 
city, not only having their own gardens 
lavishly suppliud with the plants but 
maintaining rose boulevards In front 
of their homes. They were supplied 
with the rose plants at three cents 
apiece by the etty nursery As a re¬ 
sult people flocked from hundreds of 
“ miles around to see the famous roes 
city.

Lord Birkenhead was the man who 
prosecuted and hanged Sir Roger Case¬ 
ment for treason to - Orest Britain 
during the World War. and gained fur¬ 
ther prominence by taking a leading 
part in crushing the 1836 General 
Strike 

He was born a poor boy. but won a 
scholarship at Oxford, made a swift 
suoceas at the bar, and finally became 
"Custodian of the King** conscience.'* 
a quaint title which accompanied hla 
appointment as Lord High Chancellor. 

The appointment carried with It a* 
pet rage, and the man who waa then Sir. 
Frederick Edwin Smith chose the title 
of Baron Birkenhead, after hla native 
town, and adopted for hi* new coat-al¬ 
arms the Latin motto: "Faber mea For- 
tunae." (The Smith of My Own For¬ 
tune ) That was In 1918. In 1833 he 
was elevated to the rank of ehrl. 

Aa (lain F. E. Smith he waa one of 
the principal opponents of pre-war 
Irish home rule proposals, end in 1813, 
when the Ulster Provisional Govern¬ 
ment vae set up as the peak of the' 
campaign against Dublin home rule, he 1 
took a post in the Ulster army Aa Lord 
Birkenhead he became one of the chtaf 
negotiators and signatories of the 1831 
treaty, which created the Irish Free 
Sta*. 

WROTE' BOOKS 

Despite hie strenuous profeeaional 
work. Lord Birkenhead found tune to 
write e score of books on international 
law and politics, and to fill among 
other offices, the rectorship of Glasgow 
University and high stewardship of Ox¬ 
ford University. 

He waa a staunch opponent of pro¬ 
hibition. although he once won a wager 
by remaining a teetotaler for twelve 
months He waa scornful of the League 
of Nations. 

VISITED UNITED STATES 

lord Birkenhead waa strongly op- 
poead to woman suffrage He was well 
known In the United States, having 
paid that country a visit in 1817. when 
he Interviewed President WUson. Col. 
E. M. House, former President Roose¬ 
velt and other noted personages At 
that time the New York Bar Areocta- 
tlon made him an honorary member. 
He visited the United Slates again In 
1933. 

He waa bom July 12. 1*72. at Birkeo- 
head. near Liverpool, the eon of Fred¬ 
erick Smith, and his wife, whose 
maiden name had been Elizabeth Tay¬ 
lor. Hu great grandfather had been 
a Yorkshire miner and the heavyweight 
boxing champion of those pans. Hla 
father, a barrister, died while Lord 
Birkenhead was quite young. 

TOBACCO SUITS 

After taking his degree at Oxford he 
spent some years lecturing, and then 
waa called to the b»r at the age of 
twenty-seven The late James ». Duke 
well-known United States capitalist, in 
1881 attempted to captilre the BrUjih 
tobneco trade and that led to litigation 
with British cigarette manufacturers. 
Young Smith waa engaged by the Eng¬ 
lish firms aa counsel and It waa the 
fees from that case, some £80.000. 
that enabled him to get married and 
set up a home aa well aa give him¬ 
self s name In legal circles 

He married, in 1801. Mlae Margaret 
Eleanor Purneaux. daughter of an Ox¬ 
ford professor. They had two daugh¬ 
ters and a eon. who afterward received 
the courtesy title of Viscount Fumeaua 
He becomes the second Earl of Birken¬ 
head.. 

When Lloyd Oeorge became Premier 
of Orest Britain In 1916. he retained 
Sir F. E. Smith as principal prosecutor 
of the crown In March. Sir 'Roger 
Casement, a noted Irishman, with a 
remarks bis record In the Congo and 
Peru, and who bad been British consul 
at Bremen, waa captured on board a 
German auxiliary .which appeared, with 
a Oerman submarine, off the Irleb 
Coast, with the Intention of foster¬ 
ing the Irish rebellion. 

Sir Roger was prosecuted by Lord 
Birkenhead (then Sir F. E. Smith), 
found guilty and hanged on August 
3. 1916 zt Pen ton vill© Prison, after 
having been degraded from hU till# 
A Boston newspaper published in In¬ 
terview with Lord Birkenhead the fot- 
lowing year In whleh he waa quoted 
as saying. "Nothing ever gave me 
greater delight than the execution of 
Casement." But Birkenhead later de¬ 
nied having said that. 

Lord Birkenhead opposed Ramsay 
MacDonald Labor government and 
helped effect the turnover of Novem¬ 
ber. 1924. for which Premier Stanley 
Baldwin made him Secretary of State 
for India, a post be held till 1928.

NEW STYLE FOR LORDS 

Of hU rise to the poet of Lord 
Chancellor. Thomas T. Champion. 
Canadian Pram Correspondent In Lou¬ 
don wrote in a biographical sketch; 

-The war over, and while Mr. Lloyd 
Otorgo wad still at the head of the 
Government, the poet of Lord Chan¬ 
cellor fell vaoant. Lloyd Oeorge of¬ 
fered that exalted office to F. I. Smith, 
then only forty-seven. Smith accepted 
the offer. For many years to come 
students of affaire will continue to 
debate among themselves whether V 
K. Smith did not make a false move 
•o far as his own future was conoernad 
when he took that glittering pdas 
at ao early an age. The post of Lord 
Chancellor bad always been regarded 
as tbs highest offloe in Great Britain 
to which any man. however ambttlous. 
could attain in a career oompaeed of 
a mixture of law and politics. There 
was one offloe obviously, to which F. 
B. Smith might conceivably have sue-, 
ceeded had he been contented to 
wait. However, be did not choose to 
wait, but went to the House of Lords 
as .chief member of that assembly. 
As such he invested the position with 
a force of reellty which no holder 
had displayed for at least fifty years. 
His powers as a debater were rather 
feared than respected in that grave 
bouse of elderly legislators. And bts 
old Bouse of Commons style, trans¬ 
ferred to the Upper Chamber, added to 
the debates therein eueh a touch d« 
riotous coloring aa caused their Lord¬ 
ships at times to wonder afresh at 
the changes which the war had Indeed 
brought in Great Britain.

There wore the tea clipper?, for instance; dim. 
long-sparred cargo vessels built for speed, that raced 
all the way from China to Liverpool, and dared death 
to do it. Once six clippers set sail from a Chinese 
port lor Liverpool, resolved to make a race of it. They' 
slid down the China Sea. past Javs Head and down 
into the Indian Ocean, sailed around the Cape of 
Good Hope and came cracking up the Atlantic— 
and, at the end. the winner had a margin of precisely 
twelve minutes over the ship that came in second! 

Then there were the races in the California trade, 
with clippers striving to beat one another on the long 
run from San Francisco to. New York and Liverpool. 
Their skippers had' world-svide reputation for their 
daring; they cracked on sail in a gale of wind whh 
the slogan, "what she can't carry she may drag”: 
they ro u nde d Cape Horn in mid-winter, with the sail 
full of floating ice cakes and a sixty-mile gale blowing 
for weeks at a time; and now and then the victor, 
reaching New York, wailed in vaia for his opponent 
to come into port. . „ 

There were great speed records then, too; a ship 
like the Sovereign of the Seas, for example, could 
reel off twenty knots, hour after hour, and did it as 
part of the job and not just as a stunt.’ All of those 
races, in fact, were in the line of duty. Speed was 
essential, and the-ship designers and ship masters 
provided it without granting the cost. 

All that is over, now. and has been for decades.

In other ways. It has been recognteed

/ min C. the antl-ecunry vitamin. It la 
important that the public know 
whether or not they rosy rely on any 
liven type of tomato for this purpose 

fn oroer to determine the Impor- 
l tance of canned tomatoes o* compared 
with fresh tomatoes so tar aa .con¬ 
cerns the prevention of scurvy, repre- 
of the Food and Drug 


artificially colored tomatoes were pro¬ 
duced by treating the green tomatoes 
with ethylene. 

Cold pock canned tomatoes were 
capable of producing a cure of scurvy 
In the guinea pigs after the cane had 
been stored as long as nine months, 
whereas tomatoes canned by the open 
kettle method did Dot produce complete 
recovery even with larger dosage. Indi¬ 
cating that vitamin C 1 * last by oxida¬ 
tion. The green canned cold pack 
tomatoes indicated considerable lose of 
vitamin C following storage. It was 
found that tomatoes ripened in tbe 
greenhouse were not quite so potent in 
vitamin C as those ripened in the field. 

Tomatoes ~olored red by the use of 
ethylene gas also .required larger dose* 
to produce recovery than those rlpeneo 
in thw field. Tomatoe» ripened 
in dark rooms produced recovery, indi¬ 
cating that the vitamin C may develop 
m the tomato after it to cut from vine. 

Obviously, exact knowledge 1 * needed 
before a conclusion can be drawn as 
to the virtue of any special type of 
food for the prevention of dleeaeaa 
It is not possible to argue on th* beele 
of the general knowledge of the pest 
concerning the scientific knowledge of 
the present.
